GATHERING APPLES. 


BY WILLIAM It. VIIUMANS. 


Ev<iiy fanner should »row enou»h of all vari- 


eties of fruit sutlicient for his own use if no 
ihin<» more ; there is no variety more frequently 
used t linn apples, for which thi-io is always a 
demand; this is sometimes ovcrsiipplied in 
yaars of plenty} and but poorly satisfied in years 
of scarcity. Tlie want of apples is usually more 
keenly felt in yours of scarcity quite late in tlie 
season when decay liai closed out tin- stuck on 
hand. Every firmer has noticed that in some 
years his apples appear (o ki'op very much bet- 
tor th.iu they do in others; this is owin» very 
much lo circumstances \\lnch he can control.

It is well known that in the 
geiier.il course of nature it is tin: tendi-iii-y of 
jilants ami various kinds of fruits to make their 
natural growth, perfect thi'inselves, and wiien 
tbis is iKCampllslicd, go lo ilei'oy ; this is notice- 
able when tlioy are ht't to themsjihvs, and the 
reason because they have iireoinii'Mieil the end 
of their existence. This is trim iu the case of 
apples the same as it is of Hie leaves ot the for- 
est, or the various sni.ill fruits in which it is 
particularly noticeable.

duct K life to itself. 


Xo\v suppose, instead of allowing tlic fruit to 


remain in its natural position, subject to the 
liasteniu;; process of nature, soinethhiL; be Join; 
lo airest tlie general course of nature, what 
would tic tlie ell'ect? The clleet would ;ciy 
naturally be to retard tlie vital force at work 
nml therefore very greatly extend (lie period of 
decay. 


Ilero then is to be learned a lesson in gather- 


ing of fruit ; if it is left upon tlio tree until tlio. 
fruit is fully matured, it. is very clear that the 
same is then ready for decay, aud hence passes 
to that condition. But if on tlio otlicr liauil the 
fruit is plucked a very little time previous to its 
IMTfec! jnaturity, tlie further course of nature is 
arrested aud retarded, and then if the frnit is 
kept cool it will remain sound an incredible 
length of time, It is no uncommon occurrence 
I o see some sound frnit removed from barrels 
to raaks room for new fruit ; and russefs have 
beon exhibited at iho Tollaml County Fair that 
have passed two jfars. Tho object of keeping 
tlic frnil in a cool place is to reduce Us temper- 
uturo that it cannot assist repairing the arrest 
of maturity, for notwithstanding it is plucUe.1 n 
little before it Is ripe, an extreme high temper- 
ature will carry it to maturity and then the con- 
jiequencG-will be the samp as tliongh left upon 
the treo. Our exporio-nce lias always been favor- 
Rble t o picking a little- before the frnit is fully 
ripe ; and the best keeping apples we ever had
